REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Note that, the Examiner's Amendment is sufTicient to place the instant claims in 
condition for allowance, /^pticant has agreed to cancel non-^ected claims 16-63. 

Claims 5-1 5 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set 
forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26. 1996 (1184 O.G. 86), claims 1-4, 
directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, previously withdrawn 
from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now subject to being 
rejoined. Process claims 1-4 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability 
under 37 CFR 1.104. In accordance with the Official Gazette notice, supra, process 
claim 59, which does not depend from or otherwise include ail the limitetions of the 
allowable product, has NOT been rejoined. 

Of the references of record, the most pertinent is Miracle et al (US 5,576,282). 
Miracle et al teach bleach boosters comprising zwitterionic imines and anionic imine 
polyions having a net negative charge. The bleach boosters increase bleaching 
effectiveness in lower temperature solutions and demonstrate superior color safety 
profiles. See Abstract However, Miracle et al does not teach a bleaching composition 
or method of bleach fobrics using such a composition conteining a peroxygen source 
and a bleach catalyst wherein the bleach catalyst is encapsulated or agglomerated such 
that its availability to dean is delayed until the peroxygen source has been released as 
recited by the instant claims. Accordingly, since the prior art fails to teach or suggest 
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such a composition and metiiod of using such a composition as recited by the instant 
claims, the instant claims are deemed allowable.
